The Senate Finance Committee was 
geported reliably today to have 
voted to restrict the application of 
the pending excess profits tax to 
earnings above those defined as 
“normal.” 

At the same time it was said to 
have agreed on an increase of 3 
or 4 per cent in the normal income 
tax rate to make up for revenue 
that would be lost by striking from 
the bill as it passed the House a 
41 per cent “penalty” tax on cor- 
porations using average earnings 
in a four-year period as a base for 

omputing normal income. 

Informed persons said the com- 
mittee also eliminated a 5 per cent 
differential which the House had 
applied to the average earnings 
computation as compared with cal- 
culations based on a percentage of 
invested capital. 

As a result, the excess profits 
tax under either method of com- 
putation would range from 20 to 
45 per cent. As the House passed 
the bill the scale would have been 
from 25 to 50 per cent on the ex- 


cess above average earnings in the 
1936-1940 base period.

BUCHAREST, Sept. 6 (AP).—Princess Helen, divorced wife 
of Carol II of Rumania and mother of the new King, Mihai, 
returned to Rumania today at the invitation of Gen. Ion Antonescu, 
premier-dictator. She came’ to Bucharest by plane from a sani- 
torium in Dresden, Germany, where she had gone from her home 
in Italy, 

Antonescu sent a telegram 
to the Princess, saying: 

“Your majesty,’in the hour 
in which your son has be- 
come King, I beg you to take 
the first train to arrive as 
soon as possible to be with 
your son to aid and lead 
him.”

Admitting our many shortcomings, I, 
nevertheless, refuse to concede that we 
deserve to be drawn headlong by one 
willful man into a war for which we are 
absolutely unprepared. 

I fail to understand how any man on 
earth can delegate to himself the right, 
legally, morally or otherwise, to dissipate 
American armed forces in a time of 
emergency. 

If President Roosevelt’s agreement 
with Lord Lothian is not a treaty, then 
what is it? And, does not a treaty re- 
quire ratification by the Senate? 

If the President has the powe® to sell 
50 destroyers, then he has also the power 
to sell the entire navy, the coast guard, 
Government-owned merchant ships, the 
air force and any equipment he desires, 

It is indeed amazing that millions of 
Americans can, on the one hand, support 
aman who claims that these powers are 
vested solely in himself and, on the other 
hand, speak of the necessity for defend- 
ing democracy in the United States. 

The United States is in the fortunate 
position of requiring favors from nobody. 
In granting places for naval and air 
bases in British possessions, England is 
giving up nothing. 

In fact, she is receiving what amounts 
to an American guarantee of her Empire 
in the Western Hemisphere. In addition, 
she receives 50 destroyers with nothing 
whatever said of her defaulted debt. 

It is inconceivable that the Senate, or 
the American people, had it been given 
the opportunity to express itself, would 
have condoned such an agreement. 

I congratulate you on your editorial 
entitled “Dictator Roosevelt Commits. an 
Act of War.” I hope that it, and many 
more like it, will be read from one end of 
this country to the other.

bases in this hemisphere with the transfer to Britain 
of 50 destroyers. 

For 10 years, beginning before Mr. Roosevelt e- 
tered the White House, the Post-Dispatch has urged 
the United States Government to acquire such bases 
as an obviously sound measure of self-defense. We 
pointed out, that, since Britain and France owed us 
many billions of dollars in World War debts which 
they would not or could not pay, it would be fair to 
ask them to let us have some of their islands in 
the Caribbean in exchange. That would have been 
an honorable way of extinguishing the debts and we 
would greatly have improved our defensive position. 
Neither Mr. Hoover nor Mr. Roosevelt made such 
a move, though the latter has prided himself on 
his keen insight into what was going to happen in 
Europe. Mr. Roosevelt now moves to acquire such 
bases, but on leased ground. We are to fortify the 
territory of another Power. We highly approve the 
acquisition of the bases; we condemn the secrecy 
with which it was done and the fact that only lease- 
hold and not sovereignty was acquired. 

But the other part of the deal—the transfer of 50 
powerful warships—is completely indefensible. The 
evidence indicates that this was the motivating pow- 
er of the whole deal; that the leases themselves were 
used to screen and defend an illegal act, an un- 
constitutional act, an act of war. 

Let no man suppose that the transfer of 50 de- 
stroyers is the end of this matter, and therein lies 
the danger of Mr. Roosevelt’s action. The transfer 
is only a symbol of more to come... Already, as point- 
ed out yesterday by the Post-Dispatch Washington 
Bureau, the next step will be repeal of the Johnson 
Act, forbidding credits to nations owing war debts 
to this country. 

Again, we may expect not a forthright position on 
the President’s part but a period of propaganda to 
set the stage. Of the proposal to‘repeal the Johnson 
Act, our dispatch says: “Nothing will be said about 
this officially. 
avoid the subject until it is felt that public opinion 
has been prepared for the first official intimation of 
such a move.” 

A sinister phrase—“preparation of public opin- 
ion.” It means deception of public opinion. 

But let us go on. After transfer of the destroyers, 
after repeal of the Johnson Act, wha. next? The 
same dispatch refers to a detailed plan already con- 
cocted for British-American collaboration whose 
terms are not yet known. This means, of course, that 
high officials in Washington already regard the 
United States as having entered into what is in effect 
a military and naval alliance with Great Britain. As 
hazily understood now, the United States navy will 
insure the interests of the two countries in the Pa- 
cific, while, in turn, the British will take care of the 
interests of two countries in the Atlantic. 

And then what? Perhaps in-a few weeks or a few 
months, we shall follow transfer of destroyers, 
naval collaboration and repeal of the Johnson Act 
with the use of the United States navy to convoy 
supply ships to Britain, followed by the dispatch of 
an expeditionary force of our aircraft and, finally, if 
necessary, an expeditionary army. 

Now, the people should be told about this in plain 
words, because the official propagandists are not 
going to use plain words in taking these steps. They 
are going to move by stealth, by indirection, by de- 
ception, just as they have in the past. They are 
going to sugar-coat each pill as it is administered to 
the patient, just as the destroyer pill was sugar- 
coated with the naval and air bases. 

If this poorly prepared nation is to be plunged 
into a World War—not a European war alone, for 
Secretary Hull is busily engaged in stirring up a 
hornet’s nest in the Pacific against Japan—then, if 
we are still a democracy, Congress and, through Con- 
gress, the people should be consulted. 

At present, we do not believe the President is 
taking either Congress or the people into his confi- 
dence. He is going, in his bold, brilliant and dicta- 
torial way, down the road to war. If one man can 
hold in the hollow of his hand the destinies of 
130.000.000 people, if he can decide between life and 
death for many of them, this is not a democracy, It 
is a dictatorship.

YE grooming is one of the most important and effective 
k of all beauty efforts.

Neat, trim 
eyebrows give a tidy appearance 
and pay good beauty dividends. 
One must have a precise eye- 
brow tweezer. There is a new, 
professional one on the market 
with scissor handles and so shaped 
to allow a completely unobstructed 
view of what you are doing. These 
tweezers can unerringly grasp a 
single hair and with a quick pull, 
remove the untidy straggler.

Eggplant Supreme, 

One-third cup fat, four medium 
onions, sliced, one small eggplant, 
peeled and sliced, two eggs, onehalf 
cup bread crums. Sauce: one tea- 
spoon curry powder, one teaspoon 
paprika, one teaspoon 'ustard, one- 
half teaspoon horseradish, one-half 
teaspoon celery seed, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, one-half cup French 
dressing.

MOBILIZE—A verb. To assem- author of “Gulliver's Travels,”

The first syllable of today’s word 
is not “mob” to rhyme with rob. 
Mobilize is thought by many to 
mean “to create a mob,” but its 
literal meaning is “to render mov- 
able.” It is from the French verb 
mobiliser. 

The word mob is a remnant of 
the Latin phrase mobile vulgus, 
the fickle common people. First 
the noun vulgus was dropped. That 
left mobile, which later (about 
1600) suffered an amputation and 
became mob. 

Until recent years.mob was re- 
garded as a peculiarly odious kind 
of siang. Dean Jonathan Swift, 


wrote of the word in the seven- 
teenth century: “No word is worthy 
of much severer reprobation; I fear 
‘mob’ will in time be looked upon 
as part of our _ speech.” The 
doughty Dean’s fears were realized. 
Today mob is a word of complete 
respectability.

Correct 
pronunciation: MOE-buh-lize.

The patch 
pockets are both roomy and deco- 
rative. The dress which accom- 
panies this jacket has a blouse of 
purple crepe and a matching wool- 
en skirt. The blouse has long 
sleeves, a tucked front and a high, 
round neckline. The skirt is gored 
so that there is slight fullness front 
and back. 

An example of the use of leopard 
in trimming ensembles this season 
is shown in the black costume 
above and to the right. The jacket 
is fitted with darts at the waist- 
line and is fastened with novelty, 
bullet buttons. Inverted tucks form 
a narrow panel on the front of the 
black wool dress which has sun- 
burst tucks at the neckline and 
three-quarter length sleeves. 

Velvet pockets supply dramatic 
trimming for the black woolen 
costume shown at extreme upper 
right. The flat bone buttons ac- 
centuate the inky blackness of the 
velvet. Underneath the jacket is a 
short-sleeved frock, very simply 
made. The neckline is high and 
tucked; the skirt has slight full- 
ness at the center back. A velvet 
belt repeats the trimming note of 
the jacket.

The Grandparent

ROWN children often have to 
(jake one of their parents into 

their home. Grandfather or 
grandmother is left alone and it 
is not possible for him to go on 
alone. There is nothing to‘do but 
invite the lonely one to the estab- 
lished home. The adjustments 
that have to be made on both sides 
are delicate, requiring some self- 
sacrifice on both sides. 

The grandparent is accustomed 
to ruling his home and all that is 
concerned in its management. He 
enters a home where someone else 
is in control. Grandparent finds 
it difficult to remember that he is 
not responsible for what goes on, 
has no authority over anyone con- 
cerned, is in fact, a guest, with a 
guest’s privileges. 

Long years of authority, of the 
respect and deference authority 
brings, have set their mark. It is 
almost impossible. for the grand- 
parent to drop that attitude and 
manner and take on that of the 
guest. It is as natural for him 
to tell a child what to do and how 
to do it, to advise and warn and 
command his grown-up child, as it 
is for him to breathe. When the 
grandchild gives him to under- 
stand that he is speaking out of 
order grandparent is shocked, in- 
dignant and deeply hurt.

The heads of the household are 
also in a difficult position. They 
are responsible for the household 
management and for the rearing 
of the children. They would like 
their children to be affectionate 
and ‘respectful to their grandpar- 
ent, and they would very much 
like that grandparent keep in the 
background, well out of the child’s 
way, because it is impossible to 
make grandparent responsible for 
the welfare of the child and he 
can have no authority without 
that responsibility. 


It seems to me that the way 
out is in grandparent’s hands. If 
grandparent would stay quietly in 
the background, offering no opin- 
ion until it was asked, taking on 
no share of responsibility until 
asked to do so, both sides would 
be happier. 

On the other hand, grown chil- 
dren owe their fathers and moth- 
ers affectionate, understanding 


care. It is possible under all cir- 
cumstances to let an aged parent 
feel welcome, beloved, deeply re- 
spected. It is possible, merely by 
a gesture, to teach the children 
this attitude. A smile, an accent 
of affection when speaking of 
grandparent, a thoughtful sugges- 
tion for his comfort or pleasure, 
will lead the children to the same 
affectionate attitude. 


Grandparent’s room should be a 
shrine. Of course, grandparent 
makes it so. He stays in it as 
much as possible, makes it as 
much his home as possible. Here 
he invites the children, tells them 
stories, listens with loving atten- 
tion and much patience to their 
stories, comforts them in their 
distress, encourages them in their 
trying hours. Never does he by 
word, look or gesture suggest that 
father and mother are not doing 
right by their children.

West's Play

N placing players in three class- 
[ -s—noviee, average, and expert 

—bridge authorities are well 
aware that they are doing only 
the loosest sort of classifying. Take 
the case of “experts,” for instance. 
The least skillful of them will 
make from 10 to 15 minor errors 
in 50 hands; the most skillful, only 
one or two (this does not include 
errors of judgment, which can be 
decided only on a double-dummy 
basis). 


In today’s hand the East player, 
a supposed expert, criticised his 
partner for.having permitted the 
declarer to squeeze him, pointing 
out that perfect defense would have 
defeated the slam. A more expert 
kibitzer rushed to the defense of 
West with the incontrovertible 
statement that the squeeze would 
have worked just as well against 


the “superdefense” suggested by 
East.

South’s opening bid was oof course, 
light, and North cannot be blamed 
for insisting on a slam, his five and 
one-half honor tricks indicating 
that it should be an odds-on chance. 

West opened the 10 of diamonds. 
Declarer won with the king and 
made a rapid survey of his tricks, 
He could count 11 top tricks. The 
twelfth could be made up in one of 
several ways: By a _ successful 
finesse against the heart queen, by 
running off the spades without 
loss, or by increasing the diamond 
winners to three, 


In order to preserve as many of 
his chances as possible declarer 
first went about knocking out the 
diamond ace. He _ returned the 
queen. West won and played back 
the nine spot. Declarer won with 
the jack and then played four 
rounds of clubs, discarding the nine 
of hearts and the seven of dia- 
monds from his own hand and 
carefully noting that West discard- 
ed two hearts. The ace and king 
of hearts then were played, and 
on the second West was squeezed, 
To let go a diamond would mere- 
ly promote dummy’s fourth dia- 
mond to winning position; to let 
go a spade would establish South’s 


suit. He chose’ the latter and 
South now ran off four’ spade 
tricks. 


East criticised West’s acceptance 
of the diamond ace at the second 
lead, maintaining that a hold-up 
would have scotched the squeeze, 
He pointed out that West’s ace 
nine would have remained over de- 
clarer’s jack-seven, and that West, 
by following the declarer’s discards 
on the clubs, could have preserved 
his stoppers in both diamonds and 


spades, 
This analysis was superficially 
persuasive, but incorrect. West 


would have had the same difficul- 
ty of discarding safely had he fol- 
lowed East’s plan. Declarer could 
safely discard his remaining two 
diamonds on the last two clubs, 
and then, when the ace and king of 
hearts were cashed, West would 
have had to blank his diamond ace 
or unguard the spade suit.
